A very important order of the 
Postmaster-General has just 
been promulgated. It amends 
section 8898 of tbe Revised 
Stafutes of the Suited States, 
which sectiou provides that 
every obscene, lewder laseivioos 
book, pamphlet or picture, writ- 
ing or print or other publication 
of au iudeoent character are 
classed to be non- mailable mat- 
ter and shall not be conveyed in 
the mails nor deliverea from any 
postoflee, nor by any letter car- 
rier, and anvone convicted of a 
violatiou of the order shall, for 
each and every offense, be fined, 
upon convictiou thereof, not 
more than five thousand dcillars 
or imprisoned ul hard labor not 
more than five years or both at 
the (iisoretion of the OOUrt. 

The amendment referred to 
includes all matter of a charact- 
er tending to incite arson, mur- 
der or uKsausination, and refers 
tu publicatiuuB priuted lu whole 
or in part in a langaage other 
than English, and poHtmaKter^

A branch 
United States assay office with 
the foil naehiaery in operation, 
taking the gold in its natural 
state and converting H Into the 
purified metal, will be one of the 
intereRtinjf moving exhibits at 
tbe Alaski-Vukon Pacific expo- 
sition, which will be held here, 
opening Jnne 1 and closing Oc- 
tober 15, 1909. 

The assay offic* exhibit will be 
installed in tho Alaska 
building as it will graph- 
ically picture an important pro- 
cess in the principal Alaskan in- 
dustry. Seattle already has an 
assay oflice, where since its es- 
tablished in 1898 uu to July 81, 
1907, there has been received 
and paid for gold to the value of 
1166,720,188. Every year mil- 
lions of dollars of gold is-sliipped 
to this office from the Northland. 
It 18 the intention to have the 
exposition office a brttnch of the 
Seattle ofloe. It will be equipp* 
ed with a fuanaiie and complete 
apparatus fur handling the gold 
as it is taken from the ground 
until all alleys and impurities 
are reparated from it, and its ex- 
act value determined. 

Some of the consignments 
which otherwise would be taken 
to the main Seattle office will be 
handled by tbe exposition office 
aud the process gone through 
with there. A showinu of the 
amount of precious metals the 
Seattle oiloe has handled sinoe- 
Its incepMon will be made in a 
graphic nsaaaev. The amounts, 
will be figured out in cubic feet,, 
aud bars erected of tbe resulting 
dimentions, one representing the 
gold being gilded yellow and the- 
other ahowing tbe silver outpott 
being oolorad aooordingly.
